After 
leaving there they did not touch at any 
other point, but on reaching Cape Ro- 
main, they were boarded by the. reve- 
nue cutter on that station and’ given 
their reckoning. When about ten 
miles off Cape Hatteras they encounter- 
ed a heavy gale,in which they lost their 
mainsail, foresail, jib and fore stay sail, 
and two anchors, and thus, for a time, 
were left completely at the mercy ot 
the waves. By gvod fortune, howeyer, 
they managed to make some headway 
towards their point of destination until 
they werepicked up by the Dictator 
and towed into Doboy. The schooner 
is from Port Jefferson, New 
York, and is registered at 251 :26-100 
tone. She is manned by four white men 
and five negroes, who are all doing well. 
When she left Bosten she drew twelve 
feet of water, and now the captain says 
she draws eleven feet, and her cargo is 
in good condition. Captain Vogel, of 
the Dictator, has served an attachment 
on her for salvage, he claiming .50 per 
cent of her cargo. Captain Christian, 
however, does not think him entitled 
to any salyage, as he claims that when 
picked up they were not in anv great 
danger, but only signalled the Dictator 
for the purpose of obtaining thé reck- 
oning. He had no idea of abandoning 
her atall.
